How  to  Reach  Our  Yard  in  Oakland — Take  any  Oakland,  Berkeley  or  Alameda  car,  transfer 
to  Piedmont  avenue  car,  get  off  at  Forty-first  street,  near  Piedmont  Key  Route  Station.  Patrons 
from  San  Francisco  fake  Key  Route  ferry  boat  to  Oakland;  then  the  Key  Route  train  for  Pied¬ 
mont  Station. 

We  also  have  a  nursery  and  salesyard  at  Danville,  In  Contra  Costa  County,  where  we  grow 
a  great  deal  of  our  stock,  especially  our  hardy  perennials.  It  Is  reached  by  auto  via  Walnut 
Creek  or  Dublin,  via  Dublin  Canyon.  We  invite  our  customers  to  visit  our  nursery,  which  is 
situated  about  half  way  between  Walnut  Creek  and  Dublin  on  the  main  road. 

Planting — We  use  every  precaution  to  deliver  healthy,  vigorous  stock,  but  the  measure  of 
your  success  will  depend  upon  the  planting  and  care  given,  as  careless  or  ignorant  handling 
kills  thousands  of  fine  trees  and  plants  every  season.  Avoid  unnecessary  exposure  of  roots  to 
the  air.  In  the  case  of  evergreens  that  are  "balled,"  do  not  remove  the  burlap.  Plant  as  re¬ 
ceived;  only  cut  the  string  aroung  the  top,  then  loosen  the  burlap  after  the  tree  is  set.  If  you 
cannot  plant  Immediately  on  receipt,  always  "heel"  in  the  trees  so  their  roots  may  be  in  con¬ 
tact  with  good  soil.  An  hour's  exposure  of  roots  to  wind  or  sun  may  kill  any  tree;  this  Is  espe¬ 
cially  true  of  evergreens.  In  planting  cut  off  the  bruised  or  broken  roots  with  a  sharp  knife. 

If  the  soil  Is  good  and  properly  prepared,  only  a  hole  large  enough  to  easily  take  the  roots 
need  be  dug,  but  better  results  can  always  be  obtained  by  digging  out  a  large  space  and  filling 
in  with  good  top  soil.  In  setting  the  trees,  do  not  put  deeper  than  they  stood  In  the  nursery, 
excepting  some  dwarfs,  which  go  a  little  deeper.  But  now  comes  the  Important  detail,  the 
neglect  of  which  is  responsible  for  many  failures — 

Be  sure  to  pack  the  earth  solidly  around  the  roots.  Leaving  the  ground  loose  after  plant¬ 
ing  has  caused  tremendous  losses  that  generally  and  are  unjustly  blamed  to  the  nurseryman. 
Another  cause  of  great  loss  Is  the  wind  working  the  newly  set  trees  loose  from  the  soil.  This 
kills  them.  Always  stake  newly  set  trees  if  in  a  windy  situation.  After  trees  are  set,  make  a 
olan  of  the  grounds,  marking  the  different  varieties;  then  remove  the  wire  labels,  as  they  may 
damage  the  growing  limbs.

CAREFUL  SELECTION  PAYS 

Unless  you  ace  thoroughly  conversant  in  rose 
culture  and  know  from  experience  what  rose  is 
best  adapted  for  this  location  you  cannot  satis¬ 
factorily  make  your  selection  of  new  or  old 
roses  from  the  catalog  of  an  outside  grower. 
While  the  rose  is  called  the  “Queen  of  Flowers” 
and  IS  almost  universally  planted  all  varieties  are 
not  suitable  to  every  location,  this  holds  good 
especially  with  many  of  the  newer  sorts  that  are 
highly  colorful.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  even  a 
plain  white  rose  may  produce  fine  in  one  locality 
and  mildew  in  another;  a  rose  may  be  brilliant¬ 
ly  colorful  one  place  and  produce  faded  buds 
and  Rowers  in  another.  The  safest  procedure  is 
to  buy  locally,  we  can  tell  you  just  what  sorts 
have  proven  truest  to  type,  which  are  more 
Vigorous  here  and  which  of  the  late  introduc¬ 
tions  are  the  best  buys.  Those  listed  here  we 
know  are  good;  we  carry  others  but  prefer  to 
talk  over  such  selections  with  our  customer. 

ROSE  CULTURE 

PLANTING 

During  the  winter  months  rose  bushes  are  often  purchased 
bare  root,  in  which  case,  great  care  should  be  taken  in  plant¬ 
ing.  Dig  a  hole  about  twice  as  deep  and  wide  as  the  length 
of  the  root  stock,  then  fill  in  with  good  loose  soil  to  the  desired 
depth.  Next,  spread  the  roots  evenly  on  this  soil  and  fill  in 
with  loose  soil.  The  bush  should  be  planted  two  or  three 
inches  deeper  than  when  dug.  Leave  a  good  sized  basin  around 
the  plant  and  settle  the  loose  soil  with  water  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble.  Do  not  mix  manure  in  the  soil  around  the  roots,  as  this 
practice  is  apt  to  burn  the  new  tender  roots. 

Budded  roses  should  be  watched  carefully  and  suckers  ap¬ 
pearing  removed  by  digging  down  to  the  root  and  taking  out 
clean. 


LOCATION 

As  a  general  rule  it  is  best  to  plant  roses  in  a  sunny  loca¬ 
tion.  Heavy  shaded  locations  will  generally  produce  fewer 
blossoms  and  many  blighted  buds.  A  few  climbers  may  be 
planted  in  partial  shade  with  good  results.  Be  sure  that  the 
location  is  one  that  drains  well,  as  the  rose  does  not  do  well 
in  soggy  soil. 

PRUNING 

The  best  time  to  prune  rose  bushes  is  late  fall  and  early  spring. 
Remove  old,  heavy  stems  well  down  to  the  base,  leaving  a  stub 
with  two  or  three  buds  to  develop  the  new  wood.  The  best  roses 
will  be  borne  on  this  new  growth,  so  keep  this  growth  coming 
regularly. 

FERTILIZING 

Manure,  or  good  commercial  fertilizer,  should  be  applied  every 
year.  The  best  time  being  late  fall  after  pruning.  Spread  about 
two  feet  wide  all  around  the  bush  and  gradually  work  into  the 
soil.  The  winter  rains  will  carry  this  food  to  the  plant’s  roots 
as  needed. 

INSECT  CONTROL  AND  DISEASE 

Mildew  and  aphis  or  green  fly  are  the  most  troublesome,  and 
the  remedy  for  this  is  spraying  or  dusting. 

Blighted  buds  turfling  brown  and  not  opening  is  quite  com¬ 
mon  in  a  few  varieties  during  the  cool  weather,  especially  the 
red  roses.  The  only  real  remedy  seems  to  be  the  change  of 
weather.

EUCALYPTUS 

Australian  origin,  introduced  into  California  and  no%v  very  popular 
because  they  blend  so  well  in  our  landscape.  Many  varieties  are  very 
ornamental,  others  produce  beautiful  flowers,  while  some  are  planted 
for  tvindbreaks  and  timber.  They  are  very  hardy  and  tree  varies  in 
both  form  and  leaf,  but  generally  tall  and  upright. 

A  compact  bushy 
grower  to  20  to  25  feet.  Great  clusters  of  brilliant  scarlet 
flowers  of  downy  bloom  make  this  the  most  beautiful  of  all.

FERTiS 

The  following  are  some  of  the  best  varieties  for 
outdoor  planting  in  shady  situations.  The  soil 
should  be  prepared  with  more  care  for  ferns, 
they  are  very  partial  to  leafmold,  yet  require 
sufficient  drainage.

PLANTS 


Perennial  plants  are  indispensable  in  the  garden  and  are  not  planted  enough.  It  is  true 
that  perennials  do  not  give  the  satisfaction  through  the  summer  than  annuals  do,  because 
they  do  not  flower  continually,  but  if  these  are  properly  mixed  with  annuals,  with  a 
knoivledge  of  cidor  combination  and  time  of  flowering,  the  effect  ivill  be  very  pleasing 
and  a  lot  of  satisfaction  derived  from  it.  Besides,  most  of  the  perennials  last  for  a  great 
number  of  years  and  the  e.xpense  is  small,  considering  the  service  they  give. 


Varieties  marked  {*)  can  also  be  used  for  rock  planting. 

ACHILLEA.  (Millfoil  or  Yarrow) 

Showy  rock  and  border  pereyinials,  some  of  which  are  valuable  for 
cut  flowers.
